EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with R. Burns Israelsen on 21 May 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 19, line 6 has been amended from "analyzing the power spectrum" to 
"using a data processor, analyzing the power spectrum". 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 15 June 2006 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

3. Certain references were marked as not considered because no English 
translation or abstract was provided for those references. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious tlie inventions of claims 
1936, including, inter-alia, performing brain wave fluctuation analysis by analyzing 
power spectra of brain wave signal subsections to select a maximal power amplitude 
and a corresponding frequency in each subsection, and using the maximal power 
amplitudes and corresponding frequencies of all subsections to form a fluctuation 
signal, in combination with all other limitations in the claims. 

Feng (US 5357976) and Chamoun (US 54581 17) use a power spectrum to find a 
peak power amplitude of a single brain wave signal (that is, one segment), but neither 
determines the frequency corresponding to the determined maximal amplitude. 

Viertio-Oja (US 2004/0082876) and Korhonen (US 2008/0167540) disclose the 
existence of a peak power frequency, but do not provide any information as to how one 
would find or use such a value. 

StrobI (US 4579125) determines power spectra for each of a plurality of epochs 
of a brain wave signal, but StrobI then averages the spectra in order to perform further 
analysis, such as amplitude, rather than analyzing each separate epoch. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
